showed a loss of 5.8 pet* cent and 
the Rocky Mountain states showed 
a loss of 12.3 per cent. 
In eve ry insrance, the fuel ad­ 
ministration insists, the production 
would have bei n increased if the 
consumers

coal as they should to prevent a 
panic when the necessity for coal 
becomes more extreme next fall. 
It is insisted that there is plenty 
of coal available for those states lo

the Laneville sector has coniplcte- 
]y chased Uh* Germans from their 
front positions and have wiped cer­ 
tain sections of the targets in the 
enemy rear area off the map. This 
is the same artillery that not long 
ago gave a similar performance in 
another Lorraine sector. 
On til*’ present occasion so far as 
all 
investigation 
shows the Ger­ 
mans ha vc entirely abandoned the 
territory ,at least as far back as 
a point beyond their second line.

there at all are a few hidden ma­ 
chine gun posts which cut loose 
when the opportunity offers.

its 
nearest point to the northeast.) 
The American raiders have found 
havoc at many places plainly visi­ 
ble where tin* big projectiles from 
the heavy guns have fallen. 
Four more aerial battles were re­ 
ported bv American airmen flying 
in I he* sector northwest of Told. 
All of the combats were indicative, 
although one of the American ma­ 
chines returned with bullet holes 
in its wings and two others with 
holes torn from fragments of shells 
from anti-aircraft guns. 
How the 
Germans fared is not known. 
The first report was from the 
pilot of a pursuit airplane, who en­ 
countered the enemy over the lines 
at a height of 5,DOO meters. 
The 
pair fought 
several 
minutes, 
the 
German finally turning quickly and 
running into the direct line of the 
sun in his homeward way, getting 
clear. 
Later an American photographing 
machine was attacked by two ene­ 
my airplanes. 
The American ob­ 
server emptied one of his guns into 
the enemy machine. The American 
pilot exercised discretion and turn­ 
ed homeward. 
The Germans re­ 
mained in pursuit until the Ameri­ 
can anti-aircraft guns picked them 
up. 
Then they turned and went 
home. 
The American airplane cir­ 
cled once or twice and then went 
back over tile lines and calmly re­ 
sumed the photographic operations 
where they had been left off. 
Another report now available re­ 
lates a somewhat similar incident, 
except that this time three of the 
enemy 
attacked 
two 
of our ma­ 
chines, which were working with 
our artillery. 
The fourth engagement, a Ger­ 
man sailed up in tin* direction of 
one of the American photographic 
planes, but one of Hie fast Ameri­ 
can fighting machines rushed in, 
causing the German to turn and 
flee 
toward 
home. 
The German 
anti-aircraft pieces got busy at the 
same time and broke out numer­ 
ous “flower pots,” or, as the British 
airmen call them, “flying onions 
This is an “Archie” 
shell 
which 
when it bursts throws in all direc­ 
tions smaller projectiles, each of 
which also bursts.
